Chatham  alumnae  care  deeply  about  the  women's  college,  and  one 
of  the  things  they  care  most  deeply  about  is  that  the  College 
continues  to  provide  the  same  high  quality  education  experience  they 
enjoyed  as  undergraduates.  When  the  members  of  the  Class  of 
2009  return  to  campus  ten  or  twenty  years  from  now,  this  is  likely  to 
be  on  your  minds  too.  Although  I  cannot  predict  the  future,  I  can 
say  that  we  are  doing  everything  in  our  power  to  ensure  Chatham's 
future  success.  And  what  is  happening  now  makes  me  very 
optimistic  about  our  future. 

Let  me  share  one  example  by  way  of  illustration.   Earlier  this  month, 
Chatham  opened  an  exhibit  of  the  art  of  Naoko  Matsubara,  one  oft 
the  foremost  woodblock  print  artists  in  the  world.    At  the  opening) 
the  artist  recounted  how  an  event  she  attended  at  Chatham  in  1961, 
a  concert  by   Indian  sitar  player  Ravi  Shankar,    inspired  her  to* 
memorialize  the  experience  in  two  woodblock  prints  and  in  turn 
inspired  her  to  make  woodblock  prints  her  life's  work. 


Matsubara's  story  underscores  two  things  about  the  College:  first,  it 
has  a  long  and  rich  tradition  in  the  arts,  one  which  has  seen  artists, 
musicians,  actors,  dancers,  writers  and  filmmakers  come  to  campus  to  perform,  create,  teach  and  inspire;  and  second, 
as  the  Matsubara  exhibit  and  the  upcoming  campus  visit  by  author  Peter  Matthiessen  demonstrate,  access  to 
world-class  cultural  opportunities  continues  to  be  a  hallmark  of  a  Chatham  education. 

If  anything,  today's  students  have  even  more  opportunities  than  the  women  who  came  before  them.  I  recently  traveled 
to  Dubai  to  attend  the  Education  Without  Borders  conference  at  the  invitation  of  the  Institute  for  International 
Education  and  the  Higher  Colleges  of  Technology.  Joining  me  were  three  undergraduates,  one  of  whom  was  selected 
to  present  a  paper  at  the  conference.  These  three  women  had  an  opportunity  to  meet  and  take  part  in  sessions  with 
students  from  around  the  world.  That  kind  of  educational  opportunity  would  not  likely  have  been  available  to  our 
alumnae  -  even  to  relatively  recent  graduates.  It  is  a  mark  of  how  Chatham  is  adapting  to  an  increasingly  globalized1 
world. 

As  I  see  Chatham's  traditional  strengths  (in  the  arts,  for  example)  rejuvenated  and  joined  by  new  opportunities  (in  thet 
international  arena  and  at  Eden  Hall  Campus  and  Chatham  Eastside)  I  feel  confident  that  Chatham  has  a  bright  future* 
ahead.  So  confident,  in  fact,  that  when  the  Class  of  2009  returns  to  campus  ten  or  twenty  years  from  now  and  asks 
how  their  alma  mater  is  faring,  I'm  fairly  certain  the  answer  will  be  "Better  than  ever!"
